Nevertheless, every 
threat of a new fast seems to arouse his followers and 
exert a strong influence even when, as in this case, the 
fast is not intended primarily to embarrass the British. 


Not long ago Mr. Gandhi told a reporter that h«? had 


scaled down his original goal of living 125 years, and 
could only see about 90 in prospect for him now. We 
don't doubt that the Mahatma, for all his fasting unto 
death, really hopes and intends to live to that advanced 
age. 
And we hope he does. 


Meanwhile, we trust that he will continue to use his 


perennial threat for the peace and advancement of his 
unhappy country, and that its use will be as effective as 
ever, for all its familiarity.

Although his references are highly unflattering, 


Franz von Paperi wants another diplomatic job. "I would 
be willing," says the foxy old master of Nazie intrigue, 
"to use my experience in diplomatic affairs to help assure 
Germany a place as a respectable Vember of the Euro- 
pean family of nations.''

Mr. Starr compared the railroads 


of yesterday, today, and tomorrow. 
Most people realize that the rail- 
roads carry 
vast 
amounts of 
freight, passengers, etc., and that 
this was especially true during the 
years of the war but very few 
know exactly how large the job is 
which the railways perform. The 
following figures were quoted as to 
the amount of ore and grain ship- 
ped through our town of Warren 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad; in 
1944 there were 78,715 cars of ore 
and 5,469 cars of grain—in 1945 
there were 74,899 cars of ore and 
14,262 cars of grain. In addition 
to this were large quantities of 
coal, oil, gasoline, and other mater- 
ials. 


The greatest need is probably 
that of new locomotives. There are 
three general types of these: the 
electric, steam, and diesel-electric. 
Probably the most effective is the 
electric locomotive. The PRR uses 
both electric and steam. 
Other 


systems use the diesel-electric -with 
very good results. A short time 
ago the PRR placed in service a 
steam-turbine locomotive and the 
experiment has been quite success- 
ful. 
Plans have also been made 


^for the construction of a gas-tur- 
bine type of locomotive,

Another necessity is that of new 
[freight cars. There exists at the 
present time the greatest shortage 
of freight cars ever known. Ap- 
proximately four or five per cent 
of the nation's total are now in re- 
pair shops. About 50,000 new ones 
are on order. The O. D. T. has 
tried to alleviate the shortage by 
means of various regulations such 
as requiring each car to be loaded

All railroads plan to make use of 
various new developments. One of 
the most important is that of Cent- 
ralized Traffic Control. By use of 
electric controls one operator is 
able to regulate 200 miles or more 
of railroad. 


This Is now in use In some places 
and it is expected to be extended 
to others. Another development is 
that of three way radio for com- 
munication between engineer and 


1 caboose or passing trains. It will 
speed up operations and help eli- 
minate accidents. Also it is plan- 
ned to improve tracks and dail- 
beds, to provide new yard facilities, 
and to utilize such devices as auto- 
matic car retarders which will do 
much to reduce the hazards of 
railroading. 


The passenger service also re- 


quires new cars to replace worn- 
out and obsolete equipment. It is 
expected that many new types of 
cars will be placed in service for 


the comfort and convenience of the 
public. Among the new passenger 
cars to be placed in service or 
which may already be in service on 
some lines are the Vista-Dome, 
Day-Night Coach, Casino Car, 
Club-Cinema Car, Cafeterie Car, 
and Junior-Club Car.

cars and still manage to keep rec- 
ords of same and pay for repairs 


and service performed by othei 
roads.
